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Long, Valiant Record of U.S.S. Anzio Told in Letter to Lewellens

The outstanding record of th 
U.S.S. Anzio, combatant escor 
carrier, was told In a letter sent 
to his parents, Capt. and Mrs 
R. L. Lewellen, by Robert L 
Lewellen, Jr., seaman, 1/c, quar 
termaster, who has served on 
the ship continuously for 1 
months.

Young Lewellen has kept i
constant touch with his parents
and has been in the vicinity of
the China Sea and Okinawa dur
ing the final stages of the war

His letter follows:
"Now that the war Is over

the Navy is allowing us to write
about our experiences, and I'm
glad this Is possible, because it

--will-let- me -tell-you of the ship
I'm on, the U.S.S. ANZIO,
where she's been, what she's
been through.

^ "As you may know, our ship,
H combatant escort carrier

(CVE), built by Henry Kaiser,
was first commissioned as the
"CORAL SEA," in August 1943.
Since that time she's covered
160,000 miles of the blue Pacific
launching fighters and torpedo
bombers for a total of 7,000
sorties, and that ain't hay.

"She was In action for the 
first time in the Gilbert Islands 
campaign and there saw her 
sister ship, the LISCOME BAY, 
sunk by an enemy submarine. 

"After the Gilberts she h|t 
Kwajalein, and from there- sailed 
down to Emirau Island In the 
Bismarck Archipelago. In eachlipclag 

ilpafedcase she participated in the air 
support of the amphibious land- 
Ing operations. During the oc­ 
cupation of the Marshalls she 
was the first American carrier 
to anchor in Japanese waters, 

nd her aircraft were tne first

'soil.
"About this time Captain Her­ 

bert k Watson Taylor, USN, her 
first' skipper, was relieved by 
Captain Paul Wesley Watson,

USN. The CORAt, SEA then got 
m the thick of the bombard­ 
ment and occupation of Saipan, 
Tinian, and Guam. Here her 
gunners " knocked down seven

"In October, '44 the name of 

he CORAL SEA was changed 
to "ANZIO," a'nd shortly there­ 
after Captain George Cannon 
Montgomery, USN, of Vallejo, 

California became her skipper. 
The ANZIO, or 'Big A' as we 
call her, then took on the Job of 
clearing the western Pacific of 
submarines. She was doing this 
n the Philippine Sea last DC- 
:cmber when she went through 
he severe typhoon in which 
hree destroyers sank. Though 
he wind whistled through the 

rigging at 110 M.P.H. and the 
Big A' rolled over 35 degrees, 
no serious damage was done; as

far as I knov 
seasick.
